Nearly All European Powers Are

Big Conflict. 


London, Aug. 4.—All the great Eu- 
ropean powers except Italy, and most 
of tin1 secondary powers are mobiliz­ 
ing with all their energy. 
Mobiliza­ 
tion has not yet reached a stage 
where any of the armies have met in 
battle. 
Italy, which declared her neutrality, 
will begin to mobilize officially, al­ 
though the process probably is well 
under way. 
Great Britain's mobiliza­ 
tion is nearly completed, but she has 
not announced that she will join in 
the general war. 
W ar officially exists between Aus­ 
tria and Germany on one side and 
Russia, Servia and Montenegro on the 
other. 
There has been no official dec­ 
laration of war between Germany and 
France on the other side, but the Ger­ 
man am bassador in Paris received or­ 
ders to demand his passports. 
The most serious event in the last 
twenty-four hours was Germany’s de­ 
mand on Belgium, in the form of a 
twelve-hour ultimatum, that the Ger­ 
man troops be permitted to cross Bel­ 
gium to the French frontier, coupled 
with the promise that Belgian integ­ 
rity should remain unimpaired at the 
end of the war and that Belgium 
should be compensated. 
To this Belgium refused to accede 
on the grouno of her rights and honor. 
Sir Edward Grey, the British secre­ 
tary for foreign affairs, made a state­ 
ment in the house of commons indi­ 
cating 
that Great Britain’s interests 
and obligation could not permit her to 
submit to the violation of Belgian ter­ 
ritory. 
This practically left the de­ 
cision as to whether Great Britain 
should make war to the public opin­ 
ion. 


English People Convinced. 


The English people clearly are con­ 
vinced that their honor and vital in­ 
terests compel them to protect Bel­ 
gium, France and the other nations 
which are their closest neighbors. 
There was a report that Holland 
has been invaded through the prov­ 
ince of Limburg. 
The people of the 
Dutch kingdom, resolved to go to any 
extremity, are said to be opening the 
dykes and flooding the country, which 
woe Id make the passage of an army 
Impossible. 
The 
mobilization 
of

British 
naval reserves was completed, accord­ 
ing to a statem ent issued by the ad- 
bmiralty. 
The mobilization of the 
army will begin at once. 
It includes 
regulars, reserves and territorials. 
A proclamation has been issued au­ 
thorizing the admiralty to requisition 
British vessels in home waters. 
The Shipping Gazette has discon­ 
tinued the publication of sailings from 
British and continental ports lest it 
give information to a possible enemy. 
Field Marshal Lord Kitchener, who 
had been visiting England, started for 
Egypt aboard a channel steamer, but 
was summoned back to london. 
One 
report had it that he was to become 
minister of war. 
Field Marshal French, w ho resigned 
on account of the Ulster complica­ 
tions, spent the day at the war office. 
It is expected that he will command 
the expeditionary force, if one is send 
to help the Belgians protect their soil.

Berlin, Aug. 4.—A further official 
communication regarding French acts

“The German troops hitherto have 
obeyed the orders given by the Ger­ 
man commanders not to cross tile 
French frontier. 
French troops on 
the contrary have made several at­ 
tacks on the frontier posts without 
any declaration of war having been 
made. 
“The French have crossed the fron­ 
tier at several places in spite of the 
fact that the French government a 
few days ago informed us that it 
would not infringe on the unoccupied 
zone of six miles from the frontier 
and companies of French troops have 
been in occupation of a number of 
German villages. 
“French army aeronauts have been 
dying over Baden and Bavaria and 
have violated Belgian neutrality by 
dying over Belgian territory into the 
province of the Rhine in an effort to 
destroy our railways. 
“In this way France has opened the 
attack on us and has established a 
state of war which has compelled the 
German 
empire 
to 
take 
defensive 
measures for the security of its ter­ 
ritory.”

Will Prevent Attack 
on French Coast. 


DESIRES BRITAIN 
TO REMAIN NEUTRAL 


Germany Wants John Bull to 


Hold Aloof From Con­ 


tinental War. 


London, Aug. 4.—Great Britain bai 
mobilized 
her 
forces 
and 
awaits 
events. 
She is not a belligerent pow­ 
er, nor is she a neutral one. 
The government has given ‘France 
assurance that the British fleet will 
not permit the German fleet to attack 
the French 
coast. 
It has 
not yet 
pledged itself to contribute an army 
to the continental war. 
The 
British 
government 
regards 
with the deepest distrust Germany’s 
violation of Belgium’s neutrality, but 
makes no declaration as to whether it 
considers 
that measure 
provocation 
for war. 
This pronouncement of government 
attitude—the result of two days’ al­ 
most 
continuous 
deliberations—-was 
made to the house of commons by Sir 
Edward Grey, secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. 
Therefore the trying 
hour of suspense for the British peo­ 
ple is prolonged indefinitely. 


Germany Urging Diplomacy. 


Meanwhile the German embassy in 
London is exerting every effort of di­ 
plomacy to induce Great Britain to 
hold aloof from the conflict and to 
bring public opinion to Germany’s 
side. 
The counsellor of the German 
embassy issued a strong appeal for 
the neutrality of Great Britain, assert­ 
ing that Germany would agree to keep 
her fleet from attacking the northern 
and western coasts of France if Eng­ 
land 
would 
pledge 
neutrality, 
and 
argued that England would gain more 
in tho end by standing outside the 
European war and using her influence 
as mediator when the moment was 
ripe. 
Referring 
to this suggestion 
the 
British foreign secretary said: 
"I only heard that shortly before I 
came to the house.” 


Grey Becomes Emphatic. 


He raised his voice and rapped the 
table before him sharply, declaring: 
“But that is far too narrow an en­ 
gagement.” 
Sir Edward Grey dispelled the shad­ 
ows of doubt which flickered over the 
triple entente in the minds of Liber­ 
als by disposing some milestones in 
the history of the rapproachment, re­ 
vealing it as essentially a national one 
with France, without definite obliga­ 
tions. 
Finally, on the. one tremendous vi­ 
tal question—a question upon the an­ 
swer of which the British empire and 
the whole world are hanging --whether 
the government considers that Ger­ 
many’s policy compels Great Britain 
to wage war. the foreign secretary 
left an expression of doubt. 


Conveys H int to Germany. 


That doubt may reflect the mind of 
a cabinet not wholly unanimous and 
the interpretation drawn by many is 
that Sir Edward Grey’s speech to Ger­ 
many was a hint that if she will keep 
her soldiers off Belgian soil and her 
battleships away from the coast of 
France that will be the price of Great 
Britain’s armed neutrality. 
The cabinet held a session during 
the recess and was escorted to and 
from the house by cheering crowds. 
The first outbreak of patriotic en­ 
thusiasm since the possibility arose 
of England becoming involved in the 
war occurred in London. 
Crowds of 
Englishmen and Frenchmen marched 
through the streets in the West End 
waving flags and singing the national 
anthem. 
When they reached Buch- 
ingham palac e, in ret poi1 se to a great 
outburst of cheering, the king, queen 
and Princess Mary appeared on the 
balcony and bowed acknowledgment 
of the demonstration of loyalty.

However, there is a disagree­ 
ment on this topic, and many of the 
best men in congress have been sup- 
j porting the general dam bill. 


Keeping Down to Business.
